What gives color to this statement is the fact 
that W. K. Vanderbilt and Pierre LorlUard 
.^rere great friends sociaUy and in bosiness. 
The former spent a good deal of time at Banco- 
eaa, and elx years ago purchased sixteen finely 
bred marae from LorUlard and shipped them to 
hie (TanderbUt’s)French breeding stnd. 

Mine of theee mares were by the French stall- 
ion Mortamer, who, in 1870, daring the Franco- 
Pmselan war, was sent acrou the channel to 
ERglaad to save him from conscription by the 



Germans. Abont $40,000 was paid for the six- 
teen Bancoeas mares, and some of their progeny 
are now racing on the French tnrf. 

Disenssing Advance Guard’s career a Cana- 
dian writer says : 

‘‘This coddling of race horses, running them 
a race and then resting them for a couple or 
three weeks is simply poppycock, and both 
English and a lot of American trainers have 
been playing the game for years. 1 saw only a 
few days ago in an English exchange the pub- 
lished opiuiou of the late Tom Jennings, who 
was a master of the more robnst school of 
training, and he laughed to scorn the modern 
‘gingerbread,’ as be called it. The last time 
be was at Ascot be remarked : ‘1 do not know 
what horse racing is coming to with some 
of these trainers. If a horse wins a race, 
instead of ranning him again next day, it is as 
mneh ae they wiU do to let yon even have a 
look at him for a week or more.’ This was 
not ‘Old Tom’s’ system. With Vemenil he 
won the Queen’s Vase, Gold Cnp, and Alexan- 
dra Plate all within four days. There were 
few more snccessfnl trainers thin his brother, 
Harry Jennings— “Old Hat,’’ as be was called. 
Not many men living have won so many or 
each valuable races ae he did, and most of them 
were over a distance of ground. Bis system 
was even more robnst than that of bis brother 
Tom. Go through his stables and yon would 
sometimes see two or even three horses loose in 
a box. withont a rag on them, and be would 
think nothing of sending a horse np a gaUop, 
and taming two or three others loose to gaUop 
after him as they would, horsee being gregar- 
ions. This galloping in a semi wild state, he 
said, saved their legs. Treatment snch as this 
would make the hair stand on end of most of 
onr trainers, and we rather fancy it would be 
the same with some of their employers if they 
were unexpectedly to appear on the scene and 
see a horse they had given a good many thon- 
sands for, doing his work that way.” 

Said Peter Wimmer recently: “There will bs 
no farther effort made to train Kinley Mack an- 
other season. The next that race goers will 
bear of him wUl be of some youngster in train- 
ing sired by Kinley Mack. Bat 1 shall always 
regret that I hurried the horse along for the 
spring handicaps this year. It was that which 
settled bis case adversely, for 1 believe if I had 
gone on slowly with him, as I am doing with 
the black mare Imp, I should have some good 
races ont of him at Saratoga or in the coming 
fall. Kinley Mack was a great horse— a greater 
horse than the public ever knew,”
